The  Board  of  Governors  earnestly  invites  all  friends 
of  the  College  to  share  in  its  support.  The  present  income 
is  insufficient  to  meet  its  modest  expenses. 

The  number  of  students  attending  the  College  has 
more  than  doubled  during  the  past  five  years.  TTiere 
were  335  registered  in  the  full  three-year  course  and  365 
in  the  evening  classes  during  the  session  1  934-1  935  which 
has  just  closed.  The  continued  growth  of  the  student 
body  makes  it  imperative  that  the  teaching  faculty  be 
increased  in  the  immediate  future.
